And remind him 
that hi* sales figures aren't act 
ally as bad a* they're going to 
look. 


Because the retail merchant Is 


going to be thrown for a loss — 
by statistics. And on this, the first 
anniversary of the Korean War, 
and of the start of the war-scare 
buying that followed it, your mer- 
chant is well aware that in the 
weeks ahead his sales figures, com 
pared with last year, are going to 
look bad indeed. 


If there's any scare ahead, it's 


more likely to be peace-scare sell- 
ins than war score buying.
